night there was a little finishing up 
to do and one squad of men and wo­ 
men remained on the job until dark. 
The result is that Sequoyah county 
nine miles of as fine a pike as 
any place in the country. Three miles 
more will be built in a similar man­ 
ner. All the workers were volunteers. 


Muskogee, Ok., July 24.—Towns in 
Sequoyah County united and in one 
day completed a nine-mile automobile 
pike between Sallisaw and Vian, Ok. 
It was che of the most remarkable 
pieces of road building ever known 
in the Southwest. Bankers worked be­ 
side common laborers and society wo­ 
men cooked meals and served them 
beside the washer woman and the 
farmer’s wife. 
The workers principally comprised 
Chi population of the towns of Salli­ 
saw and Vian. There weje 850 men, 
seventy-five teams and several hun­ 
dred women who took part in the 
work. Out of fifty-six business houses 
in Sallisaw, all closed save two. In 
Vian all were closed except the town 
drug store. The work was divided into 
nine squads, five working out of Salli­ 
saw and four out of Vian. Each squad 
bad its captain who was in charge 
of the road scrapers, plows, and grad­ 
ers. These were followed by hand 
tool men with axes, picks and grub­ 
bing goes. These were followed by 
road drags. There were nine drags 
used in the work. The women were 
also divided in squads and cooked 
and served the noon day meal. By

Piille Health Department 


Conducted by Dr. J. C. Mahr 
State Commissioner of Health 


Because he attem pted to 
sell 
at 
auction a stock of spoiled canned 
groceries, Michael Pretos, a grocer at 
El Reno, was turned over to county 
authorities after he had entered a 
plea of guilty before the State FY>od 
and Drug Commissioner. Almost two 
wagon loads of old “ swelled*’ cans of 
groceries were confiscated. Prestos has 
been furnishing groceries to construc­ 
tion gangs on the Rock Island rail­ 
road. 


Wholesale and retail grocers are be­ 
ing warned by the Pjure Food Divis­ 
ion of the State Health Department 
against either selling, giving away, or 
dumping unopened on public grounds, 
old spoiled canned food. Inspectors of 
the Division condemn about one thou­ 
sand cans of fruits and vegetables 
each month. These are supposed to 
be destroyed. Cans that have tops and 
bottoms bulged outwardly are class­ 
ed as “swells” and are condemned.

A rule by the State Commissioner of 
Health provides that screens must be 
placed on all windows and doors of 
establishments where food products 


are handled. Has your groce*. your 
butcher and your baker protected you 
by complying with this requirem ent? 
If not, report to the State Food A 
Drug Commission. 


Those towns undergoing a cleaning 
up should not overlook the storage 
rooms of food dealers. The policy of 
disregarding the sanitary condition of 
those places not open to public gaze 
is too general in Oklahoma. 


A butcher in a western Oklahoma 
town protested when notified by a 
state food inspector that he could not 
stable his horse in a room contain­ 
ing the refrigerator and In close prox­ 
imity to a lard rendering outfit and 
sausage mill.

Philadelphia, Pa., July 25.—Actors 
and other members of the theatrical 
profession throughout America are to 
be asked to sign a petition for the 
pardon of George Marion, an old-time 
actor, who is serving a live term in 
the Eastern Penitentiary here for the 
m urder of his wife four years ago in 
•Wilkesbarre. Clemency is to be asked 
on the ground th at Marion la dying 
of Tuberculosis. Daniel 
(Hart, 
city 
treasurer of W ilkesbarre and an old 
friend of Marion, is circulating the 
petitions that will last be presented 
to the board of pardons. 


W ilkesbarre, iPa., July 25.—The mur 
der committed by George Marion, for 
•whom a pardon is being sought by 
members of the theatrical profession, 
occurred in this city Aug. 20, 1909. In 
early life Marion had (been an actor 
and in later years was employed as a 
theatrical advance ag en t He had liv­ 
ed in W ilkesbarre, but at the time 
of the tragedy his home was in At­ 
lanta, Ga. 


'Marion and his victim, his common 
law wife, 
who was formerly 
Miss 
•Frances Lee, of Zion City, 111., had, it 
was alleged, (been living together as 
husband and wife for seven years. 
Several weeks before the tragedy, it 
is claimed, the woman ran away with 


another man, taking her child with 
her. Marion traced them to this city, 
and through the chief of police he ar­ 
ranged to meet his wife 
at 
police 
headquarters. 


When they mec at police headquart­ 
ers, he kissed her and both appeared 
happy. Turning to the chief of police, 
Marion asked the latter to step from 
the office a few moments while he 
spoke to his wife in private. The chief 
thinking lie was accomplishing a kind 
act by bringing husband and w i^ ty . 
j getter, readily consented. As soon as 
he left \the room Marion asked his 
wife if she would return to Atlanta 
■With him. She refused, whereupon he 
pulled a revolver and shot her dead. 


Marion was indicted and tried on a 
charge of first degree murder. His at­ 
torneys made a hard fight for him on 
a plea of tem porary insanity. He was 
convicted, however, and sentenced to 
death. Later the sentence was com­ 
muted to life imprisonment.
